legislators  In  the  reconstruction  of  the 
late  rebel  Stales,  this  should  have  been 
provided  tor.  And  In  its  omission  and  th* 
consequent  misrule,  confusion,  and  almost 
anarchy  which  has  followed,  w«  think  It 
should  be  competent  for  the  President,  or 
at  all  events  IW  Congress  to  assume  such 
control  and  direction  as  would  rescue  the 
State  from  its  sad  predicament.  It  Is  right 
that  the  President  andCongreee  should  de- 
I  liberate  well  and  move  cautiously  In  this 
Important  matter.  They  may  well  heaitate 
before  taking  a  etep  that  Is  not  clesrly 
warranted  by  the  letter  nnd  the  authorised 
rendering  of  the  Constitution. 

But  this  case  is  snomalous  ;  it  was  never 
contemplated  by  the  framers  of  onr  consti¬ 
tution,  and  it  has  no  precedent,  as  far  as 
we  are  advieed,  which  would  determine 
the  only  fitting  course  Suppose  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  a  State  should  elect  to  their  legisla¬ 
ture  a  majority  of  inexperienced  youths,  or 
young  men,  if  yon  please,  just  out  of  their 
legal  minority;  or  suppoer  they  should, 
through  some  strange  infatnation  elect  a 
majority  of  idiots,  must  the  good  people  of 
that  State  be  compelled  to  submit  to  inch 
domination  and  to  acquiesce  in  whatever 
grievous  and  obnoxious  laws  such  a 
government  might  impose  t 

The  National  Government  is  bound  to 
exercise  sovereign  powers  and  to  “  guaran¬ 
tee  to  every  Stale  of  thisUnlon  a  Republi¬ 
can  form  of  government.”  That  is,  a  true 
Republican  government,  a  government 
founded  on  just  principle*  and  with  Just 
aims.

Bon  of  each  broad  extent  and  ol  40,000, 
000  people  I*  necessarily  Immense.  Tba 
President  is  rusponslbl*  for  s  large  number 
of  very  important  appointments,  th*  suita- 
blfues*  and  efficiency  of  which  may  Invig¬ 
orate  or  cripple  1  U  adminlatration,  may 
promote  the  weal  or  embarrass  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  couutry.  These  appointment* 
are  occurring  and  recurring  constantly  in 
every  State  of  the  Union.  The  trouble  is 
that  there  are  many  aspirants  for  political 
preferment.  Every  Senator  expect*  to  be 
consulted  especially  as  to  the  appoint¬ 
ments  in  his  own  State  and  every  Congress 
man  respecting  those  in  hi*  district. 
Then  the  political  organisation* everywhere 
the  clubs,  the  committees,  claim  to  be  ad-, 
risers.  In  Customs  appointments  th*  mer¬ 
chants  wish  to  designate  the  uominee,  in 
AuancUl  appointments  the  Hankers  de¬ 
mand  the  right.  And  theu  there  are 
a  great  variety  of  other  descriptions  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Judiciary  with  the  Post 
Office,  with  the  Interior  Department,  with 
the  State  Department, the  War  and  the  Na¬ 
vy  Departments,  and  others  not  included 
in  any  of  these.  The  total  appointment* 
in  the  course  of  a  year,  and  still  more  dur¬ 
ing  one  administration  of  four  years,  is  al¬ 
most  innumerable.  For  each  vacant  office 
there  are  many,  sometimes  hundreds,  of 
applicants,  each  one  supported  by  hi*  in¬ 
fluential  Irienus,  who  also  decry  the  other 
contestants  with  assumed  patriotic  fer¬ 
vor. 

It  is  easy  to  see  where  the  dilemma  of  the 
President  begins,  and  where  his  great  and 
essential  attributes  develop  themselves.

The  Surveyor*  of  Highways  If  they 
have  exercised  their  official  functions  du¬ 
ring  the  yeui  might  well  report. 

The  Overseer  of  the  Poor  certainly 
should  furnish  a  written  report. 

The  Chosen  Freeholders  also  should  in¬ 
form  the  town  of  the  various  questions  and 
decisions  and  works  which  had  engaged 
their  attention. 

Of  course  all  these  reports  may  be  brief 
but  bow  important  it  is,  that  these  things 
should  be  a  matter  of  record,  and  that 
those  who  appoint  these  officers  should  be 
permitted  to  snow  how  they  had  perform¬ 
ed  their  duties.  Then  the  people  could  go 
into  the  election  just  at  hand,  much  better 
qualified  to  vote  for  the  right  men.

Of  all  public  functionaries  in  our  coun¬ 
try  we  should  think  the  President  needs 
more  than  any  other,  to  be  a  man  of  iron 
nerves.  He  Cnust  be  truly  independent  In 
judgment  and  will.  He  must  be  cool  and 
firm.  He  should  be  a  man  of  quick  dis¬ 
cernment,  of  high  miuded  instincts,  of 
tost  conclusions.  He  must  be  emi¬ 

nently  intelligent,  not  necessarily  learned, 
but  possessed  of  a  varied  comprehen 
•ive,  practical  knowledge  of  men 

and  things.  He  must  be  a  devoted 
patriot,  desiring  and  seeking  the  good  oi 
his  country,  the  whole  Union,  snd  all  its 
separate  parts.  From  his  elevated  posi¬ 
tion  he  can  survey  the  wide  field,  and  from 
his  familiarity  with  all  sections,  and  hi 
reports  from  each  class,  and  every  interest, 
he  can,  better  than  any  other  mind,  com¬ 
prehend  the  true  situation  and  the  relative 
wants  of  every  member. 

A  timid  man.  Ora  nevre less  man, or  ainari 
without  a  good  substantial  backbone 
not  the  man  for  the  office.  The  President* 
once  in  office,  is  a  marked  man.  If  he 
lack  theesaentlal  requisite*  of  manly  rude 
pendence,  of  heroic  fortitude  of  self-sus 
taining  courage  and  conscious  integrity 
he  is  a  doomed  man  from  the  moment  of 
his  election.

Mr  Fitxger- 
ald  made  a  strong  speech,  in  its  favor,  de¬ 
nouncing  a  certain  Justice  of  Montclair, 
who  hod  kept  a  detective  to  spot  out  of 
nders,  and  brino  them  before  him,  that 
he  might  mulct  them  in  fines  or  commit  to 
prison.  A  call  of  the  House  was  msde 
and  absent  members  gathered  in.  The  bill 
was  then  voted  upon  and  lost,  27  to  99.  It 
first  stood  29  to  27,  but  Van  Ness  and  D. 
Henry  changed  from  aye  to  nay.  Tbe  fol¬ 
lowing  voted  for  repeal :  Anderson,  Bald 
win.  Bogert,  J.  Carpenter,  Cole.  Fitxgerald, 
Gifford,  Gill,  T.  8.  Henry,  Herring,  Jones, 
Lindsay.  Martin,  McDonnell,  McGill,  Mor¬ 
row,  Mutehicr.  Patterson,  Rabe,  Sellick, 
Sheeran.  Skellinger.  Smith,  Sutphen,  Van 
derbilt.  Ward,  Zuluf ;  97.  Messrs  Budd, 
Carae,  Lonan  and  Spronl  absent." 

Town  Elbction.  —  This  will  take  place 
on  Monday,  April  flth.  It  will  be  welt  for 
citiz-ns  to  consider  the  doings  of  their 
public  servants  for  tbe  year  past.  Any 
who  hare  evinced  devotion  and  fideli¬ 
ty  to  the  public  internet  and  wise  judgment 
in  the  measures  advocated,  should  bear 
through  the  ballot  the  approving  voice  of 
the  people  saying,  “  well  done  good  and 
faithful  eereant."

Ol'R  ROAD  MEETING. 

The  meeting  on  Wednesday  evening, 
Frimiary  25th,  though  it  produced  no  defi¬ 
nite  result,  msy  still  be  considered  a  suc- 
The  meeting  was  large  in  numbers 
and  represented  the  strength  of  the  road 
districts  interested.  All  were  unanimously 
of  tbe  opinion  that  the  time  had  arrived 
when  the  question  of  hard  roads  must  be 
met  and  the  only  point  at  issue  being  how 
shall  it  be  solved. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  appointed  chairman,  and 
confined  the  meeting  and  discussion  to  the 
question  before  it.  Mr.  Mill*  introduced  a 
resolution  in  favor  ol  a  gravel  rood,  which 
voted  down  after  much  discussion. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Hopkins  a  committee  of 
five  were  appointed,  consisting  of  Mr.  Van 
Vleck,  Nathan  Porter,  the  Chairman, 
Alfred  Taylor,  Wm.  Jacobus  and  Dr. 
Pinkham,  who  should  by  investigation 
and  inquiry  determine  whst  in  their  jndg- 
ffient  was  the  best  and  most  expedient 
kind  ot  hard  road  for  Montfcfotf  to  adopt. 
The  Committee  were  ordered  to  report  at 
a  meeting  of  citizens  to  be  called  by  the 
Committee  when  they  were  ready  to  report. 
8o  far  so  good. 

Whether  gravel  or  teltord  roads  are 
what  we  want  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  ; 
but  I  feel  safe  in  asserting  that  the  time 
has  come  when  Montclair  must  have  some¬ 
thing  beside  the  present  mud  roads.  Our 
personal  comfort,  our  real  estate  interests, 
snd  the  general  interests  of  our  village  de¬ 
mand  a  change  for  the  better.  The  time 
has  now  come  when  every  dollar  expended 
on  our  present  roads  is  money  thrown 
away.  All  will  look  anxiously  for  the  re¬ 
port  of  this  committee,  whom  I  feel  sure 
will  give  the  time  and  attention  to  their 
work  that  the  importance  ot  the  subject 
demands.  It  is  a  task  that  require# 
thought  and  time,  and  we  can  congratu 
late  ourselves  npon  the  selection  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  in  whom  we  have  perfect  confl 
dene*.  Still  there  should  be  no  unnecee 
aary  delay  In  this  matter  for  its  importance 
require*  that  something  shonld  h«  done  sl 
once.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  law  is 
so  framed  that  one  or  two  property  owners 
can  prevent  the  laying  of  a  hard  road 
when  tbe  public  good  demands  that  the 
work  shonld  be  accomplished.  But  the 
forsslght  of  property  owners  and  their 
own  interests  will  we  feel  sur*  prevent 
any  eeriont  obstacle#  being  placed  In  th# 
way  of  onr  having  hard  road*. 

The  rommanlty  are  nnder  chllgation*  to 
Mr.  Mill*  and  the  few  who  have  interested 
themseltbe  ia  this  subject  and  taken  so 
much  pains  to  procure  th*  consent  of  prop¬ 
erty  along  a  certain  route.  Let  every  eltl- 
s«n  take  th*  Interest  in  this  subject  his 
dnty  calls  upon  him  to  and  see  to  It  that 
he  doe*  hi*  whole  duty  In  lb*  matter. 

We  would  give  onr  most  oordial  endorse¬ 
ment  to  l>r.  Pinkhatn'a  suggestions  In  re- 
gard  to  drainage.  Dr.  Pinkham  remarked 
at  the  road  meeting  that  th*  time  hae 
come  when  the  sanitary  rendition  of  Mont¬ 
clair  demands  that  a  system  of  drainage 
be  adopted  in  ronneettos  with  th#  im¬ 
provements  of  our  roads.

MUD. 

This  is  a  subject  with  which  we  are  all 
ut  this  season  ot  the  year  pretty  familiar. 
Go  where  we  will  in  city  or  country  this 
subject  obtrude*  itself  upon  our  considera¬ 
tion.  It  meets  us  on  our  various  paths 
through  lite,  and  although  we  may  strive 
to  think  upon  more  important  matters 
mud  will  assert  its  claims  to  recognition  as 
we  jog  along  through  the  busy  world.  It 
is  in  fact  a  subject  that  appeals  directly  to 
our  understanding,  and  however  much  we 
may  trample  it  under  foot  it  will  still 
tlici  to  us.  How  to  keep  out  of  the  mud, 
is  a  problem  as  difficult  of  solution  as  any 
to  lie  found  in  tbe  works  of  Euclid  or  the 
Science  of  Ethnology,  and  tbe  soming  hero 
that  will  solve  it  will  be  eatitled  to  th* 
thank*  of  both  man  and  womankind  and 
deserve  a  niche  in  the  tempts  of  tarns  that 
«hall  immortalise  his  name  with  the  grati 
tude  of  coming  generations.  There  is  one 
consolation,  however,  that  we  in  the  coun¬ 
try  hare  over  our  city  (rifcnd*.  Country 
mud  is  of  much  better  quality  than  the 
black  adulterated  decoction  supplied  to 
the  Gothamites.  Country  mud  is  a  pure, 
wholesome,  genuine  article.  Tbe  only  ob- 
ection  that  can  be  raised  against  it  is  that 
there  is  too  much  of  it — a  leas  amount 
would  answer — the  supply  exceeds  the  de¬ 
mand- -the  market  ia  overstocked.  And 
it  would  perhaps  be  prudeot  for  the  manu 
torturer*  of  thi*  staple  commodity  (aa  man¬ 
ufactured  by  the  several  town  authoriti 
in  this  sectioa  of  country)  to  »hut  up  shop, 
or  select  some  other  specialty  for  the  axer 
cine  of  their  talent*  and  ingenuity  that 
will  command  a  better  market,  and  give 
more  general  satisfaction  to  the  commnnity 
at  large. 

Seriously,  Mr.  Editor,  this  mud  question 
is  one  of  vital  importance  to  the  interests 
of  growing  towns.  Tbe  deplorable  condl 
tion  of  our  conntry  roads  is  a  matter  that 
needs  immediate  attention,  not  particularly 
in  Bloomfield  mors  than  other  towns,  but 
in  all  the  section  of  country  In  the  vicinity 
of  New  Tork  city.  Our  bad  roads  have 
probably  done  as  much  to  prevent  strangers 
coming  among  u*  aa  any  other  cause  that 
exiata.  Tbe  old  inhabitants  tell  us  the 
roads  are  worse  than  they  were  many  year* 
While  everything  else  pertaining  to 
improvement  of  country  towns  haa 
i  advancing  with  rapid  stride*  of  late 
r*  our  highway*  have  unquestionably 
been  retrograding,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  large  sums  have  been  appropriat¬ 
ed  for  their  benefit.  It  is  unjust  to  those 
who  are  called  upon  to  contribute  so  large 
a  share  ot  their  means  in  the  shape  of  tax 
stion  for  road  purposes  to  give  in  return 
such  lamentable  apologies  fot  roads  as  ex 
ist  throughout  thla  portion  ot  onr  State 
Itjis  no  wonder  that  people  grumble  at  the 
conduct  of  affkin  in  this  respect.  In  those 
days  of  progress  when  everything  that 
conduces  to  onr  comfort  is  so  easily  obtain 
able,  it  might  be  supposed  that  better 
roads  could  be  had  fr  the  proper  policy 
waa  adopted  to  regulate  such  matter*.  It 
ha*  been  the  custom  to  elect  or  appoint  *1 
moat  any  psreon  that  wanted  the  office  of 
road  master  or  overaeer,  or  whatever  such 
officer  may  be  called,  to  fill  this  important 
post.  This  haa  been  the  rock  upon  which 
we  have  foundered.  The  art  ol  construct¬ 
ing  toads  is  one  of  the  mmt  difficult 
thing*  that  men  have  encountered.  Among 
the  many  different  kinds  of  costly  pave¬ 
ment#  none  hare  yet  arrived  at  perfection. 
How  unreasonable,  then,  to  suppose  that 
any  Tom,  Dick  or  Harry  that  may  offer  i* 
a  suitable  person  to  be  entrusted  with 
supervision  of  such  affairs.  It  has  been 
found  in  other  places  than  thla  that  the 
services  of  an  expert  I*  required  one  who 
haa  learned  the  Imalneaa  thoroughly  and  ia 
competent  to  direct  this  kind  of  work 
Suchanons  should  be  secured  In  Bloom 
field, one  who  would  expend  the  people’s 
money  Judiciously,  and  know  when  to 
work  and  when  to  let  well  enough  alone. 

Another  poor  policy  which  »<»me  towns 
and  villages  have  adopted  Is  to  lay  coatl? 
pavements  in  the  immediate  centre  of  the 
town  and  leave  the  outskirts  and  made 
leadiag  to  and  from  the  p»a<  e  in  its  prim! 
live  condition  entirely  neglected.  8qrh 
oon-hore#  towns  not  seeming  to  realise 
that  parties  looking  lor  a  place  to  locate 
do  not  nil  want  to  be  ia  the  exact  centre 
of  any  village  but  prefer  the  outskirts,  pro- 
vided  the  road*  are  p«***hlt.  hut  at  th* 
same  time  conferring  great  benefits  on  the 
town  proper.  It  It  to  he  hoped  that  such 
w»l  tnt  obtain  sanction  In  Bloom 
field,  hut  that  when  the  snthoritiea  are 
ready  to  Improve  the  roads  they  will  make 
an  entlretv  of  It,  and  adopt  the  same  broer
